HOMEá FOR EVERY ONE. 


H eth o il by W hich M en o f Moil « rate M rani 
Can A cq uire a H ouse a nd Lot. 
No better employ ment for capital can 
be conceived than in the erection of 
homes for laboring men. 
It has been 
tried in a few towns and proved a success 
from every point <rf view. 
It is not a 
philanthropic work* for it pay s in money 
a profit upon tho investment made, and 
a Shy lock might engage in it without 
compunction, providing he be satisfied 
With the legal rate of interest. The de­ 
parture, however, best befits honest cap­ 
ital in that it tends to dignify labor and 
prevent anarchy . 
A man cannot live in a hovel and bo 
a good citizen, for careless surroundings 
beget bad habits and breed lax princi­ 
ples. 
Children reared in slothfulness 
never turn out well. There is a spirit in 
honest toil that rises above a shanty and 
seeks the comforts and conveniences of 
a framed dwelling with carpeted floors, 
one surrounded by the greensward of 
thrift and backed by the garden of pros­ 
perity —a home, in fact, that may right­ 
fully be called the owner’s castle. Neat 
dwellings can be built in most villages 
at from $400 to $500. Adding from $100 
to $200 for a lot does not make an in­ 
vestment so largo but that tho most or­ 
dinarily paid laborer could soon acquire 
title. At $ 10 a month, which sum would 
little ex ceed rental value, the $500 house 
and lot could be bought and paid for in 
four y ears. A small boy carry ing papers 
could earn that amount. Four dollars a 
week would pay for the $000 home in 
five y ears. 
A liberal policy pursued upon this 
plane by tho wealthy men of a town 
would result in placing hundreds of 
homes in the hands of laborers who un­ 
der no other conditions could ever aspire 
to the proprietorship of the house in 
which they lived. 
Tin- benefits of this 
sy stem are capable of being demonstrat­ 
ed by any village that has the sagacity 
and enterprise to undertake it. 
An ab­ 
solutely safe investment is obtained for 
capital, usually in a territory where val­ 
ues increase rapidly ; the wage earner 
easily becomes the owner of property 
that is worth, when paid for, a respecta­ 
ble percentage more than it cost him; 
the manufacturer is insured a reliable 
and intelligent class of employ ees, and 
the community has the satisfaction of see­ 
ing every man his own landlord. This fa­ 
vorable condition of affairs renders labor 
troubles nex t to impossible. 
Very nat­ 
urally the man who has invested his 
earnings in a house and lot can see noth­ 
ing to bo gained in the idleness attend­ 
ing strikes, aud all the arguments of 
modem agitators will fail to convince 
him that his first duty is to his union 
rather than to his family . 


The Judical Question. 
Last week’s W adena Pioneer con­ 
tains the following : 
When the Pioneer went to press last 
week it looked as thoug h there was 
no doubt of the election of P. V. Cop- 
pernoll to the office of district judg e. 
There is still no doubt of his election, 
but as the m atter uoxv stands there is 
dang er of his being depriv ed of the 
fruits and honors of the office to which 
a majority of the leg al v oters of the 
district hav e elected him. 
W hen our report closed last week 
there were only two precincts to hear 
from in Itasca county. 
It was stated 
that one of them was morally certain 
to g o republican, while the other was 
a small one, and wouldn,t cut much 
of a fig ure either way. 
The two pre­ 
cincts were Deary and Hannaford, the 
latter being the Rainy Lake precinct 
and the former being a sparsely settled 
precinct about 50 miles from Grand 
Rapids, in which there are not ov er 10 
or 15 v oters, counting the lumbermen 
and all. 
Before those two precincts 
were heard from Mr. Coppernoll was 
20 v otes ahead, and conseq uently felt 
that he was elected. 
Since they hav e 
reported, howev er, the election of 
Judg e Holland is claimed by 23 v otes. 
Hannaford precinct reported Satur­ 
day nig ht, and as was expected Mr. 
Coppernoll carried the town, althoug h 
he did not g et as larg e a v ote as was 
fig ured upon, owing to the fact that 
a v ery lig ht v ote was polled in that 
precinct. 
Mr. Coppernoll only g ot a 
majority of 4 there. 
Still that made 
him 24 ahead, with a precinct to hear 
from which didn’t contain ov er nine or 
ten v otes. 
Monday afternoon Deary reported, 
and to the amazement of Mr. Copper- 
noll’8 friends reported 47 v otes, all of 
which W’ere credited to Holland, which 
made him 27 v otes ahead in the whole 
district. 
The returns came in by ex­ 
press, something entirely unheard of, 
and while the Pioneer is not in a po­ 
sition to openly charg e Judg e Holland 
and his friends with fraud, our readers 
can draw their own inferences, and 
after the m atter has been more thor­ 
oug hly inv estig ated we will publish 
the exact facts in the case. 
This much is known at present, 
howev er. 
There are positiv ely not 
ov er 10 or 12 v oters at Deary’s camp. 
Three hunters stopped there the nig ht 
before election, and they say that 15 
would be placing it hig h. 
They wore 
there until 9 o’clock the morning of 
election, and said they saw no ev i­ 
dence whatev er of election being held. 
In fact the men all went to work, and 
to’d the hunters they were not g oing 
to v ote. 
Prominent republicans of 
Itasca coanty actually believ e that 
there was nof an election held in that 
precinct at all and yet 47 straig ht 
democratic v otes are from there. The 
foreman of the camp is known to be a 
strong republican, yet there wasn’t 
a republican v ote cast there. 
Ev i­ 
dently some one g ot tog ether, fixed 
up some returns and not hav ing nerv e 
enoug h to carry them in, forwarded 
them by express. 
In Aitkin county there is also an ir­ 
reg ularity. In one precinct there were 
46 illeg al v otes cast for Holland. 
In 
Cass county there were at least 50 ille­ 
g al v otes, and in one precinct 
in 
this county 15 more were cast. 
It will 
thus be seen that there are 
g ood 
g rounds for a contest, and one will 
probably be made. 
The m atter is be­ 
ing 'thoroug hly inv estig ated, and the 
results will be made known later on. 
It is ev ident that fraud 
has 
been 
committed, and when the m atter is 
appealed to the courts sev eral hundred 
v otes can be thrown out.

After the adoption of the constitution, 
W ashing ton sev eral times recommen­ 
ded a day of thanksg iv ing , but it 
nev er became a national holiday until 
Abraham Lincoln issued a proclama­ 
tion for one in 1863.

states the children will soon be Hock­ 
ing home to meet each other and 
father and mother once more.

HOMEg FOR EVERY ONE. 


The Judical Question. 
Last week’s Wadena Pioneer con­ 
tains the following: 
When the Pioneer went to press last 
week it looked as though there was 
no doubt of the election of P. V. Cop- 
pernoll to the office of district judge. 
There is still no doubt of his election, 
but as the matter now stands there is 
danger of his being deprived of the 
fruits and honors of the office to which 
a majority of the legal voters of the 
district have elected him. 
When oar report closed last week 
there were only two precincts to hear 
from in Itasca county. It was stated 
that one of them was morally certain 
to go republican, while the other was 
a small one, and wouldst cat mach 
of a figure either way. The two pre­ 
cincts were Deary and Hannaford, the 
latter being the Rainy Lake precinct 
and the former being a sparsely settled 
precinct about 50 miles from Grand 
Rapids, in which there are not over IO 
or 15 voters, counting the lumbermen 
and all. Before those two precincts 
were heard from Mr. Coppernoll was 
20 votes ahead, and consequently felt 
that he was elected. Since they have 
reported, however, the election of 
Judge Holland is claimed by 23 votes. 
Hannaford precinct reported Satur­ 
day night, and as was expected Mr. 
Coppernoll carried the town, although 
he did not get as large a vote as was 
figured upon, owing to the fact that 
a very light vote was polled in that 
precinct. Mr. Coppernoll only got a 
majority of 4 there. Still that made 
him 24 ahead, with a precinct to hear 
from which didn’t contain over nine or 
ten votes. 
Monday afternoon Deary reported, 
and to the amazement of Mr. Copper­ 
nose friends reported 47 votes, all of 
which were credited to Holland, which 
made him 27 votes ahead in the whole 
district. The returns came in by ex­ 
press, something entirely unheard of, 
and while the Pioneer is not in a po­ 
sition to openly charge Judge Holland 
and his friends with fraud, our readers 
eau draw their own inferences, and 
after the matter has been more thor­ 
oughly investigated we will publish 
the exact facts in the case. 
This much is known at present, 
however. 
There are positively not 
over IO or 12 voters at Deary’s camp. 
Three banters stopped there the night 
before election, and they say that 15 
would be placing it high. They were 
there until 9 o’clock the morning of 
election, and said they saw no evi­ 
dence whatever of election being held. 
In fact the men all went to work, and 
to?d the hunters they were not going 
to void. 
Prominent republicans of 
Itasca county actually believe that 
there was not an election held in that 
precinct at all and yet 47 straight 
democratic votes are from there. The 
foreman of the camp is known to be a 
strong republican, yet there wasn’t 
a republican vote cast there. Evi-

Neat 
dwellings can be built in most villages 
at from $400 to $500. Adding from $100 
to $200 for a lot does not make an in- 
yestment so large but that the most or­ 
dinarily paid laborer could soon acquire 
title At $10 a month, which sum would 
little exceed rental value, the $500 house 
and lot could be bought and paid for in 
four years. A small boy carrying papers 
oould earn that amount. Four dollars a 
week would pay for the $900 home in 
five years. 
A liberal policy pursuod upon this 
plane by the wealthy men of a town 
would result in placing hundreds of 
homes in the hands of laborers who un­ 
der no other conditions could ever aspire 
to the proprietorship of the house in 
which they lived. The benefits ot this 
system are capable of being demonstrat­ 
ed by any village that has the sagacity 
and enterprise to undertake it. An ab­ 
solutely safe investment is obtained for 
capital, usually in a territory where val­ 
ues increase rapidly; the wage earner 
easily becomes the owner of property 
thai, is worth, when paid for, a respecta­ 
ble percentage more than it cost him; 
the manufacturer is insured a reliable 
aud Intelligent class of employees, and 
the community has the satisfaction of tee­ 
ing every man his own landlord. This fa­ 
vorable condition of affairs renders labor 
troubles next to impossible. Very nat­ 
urally the rn an who has invested his 
earnings in a house and lot can see noth­ 
ing to be gained in the idleness attend­ 
ing strikes; and all the arguments of 
modem agitators will fail to convince 
him that his first duty is to his union 
rather than to his family.

Mr. Senfft says that 
German New Guinea is o ne o f the mo st 
interesting places o n the face o f the 
earth. There are fo rty o r fifty white 
peo ple o n tho island, including mis­ 
sio naries. The r« *st o f the inhabitants 
are cannibals, tho ugh the Euro pean 
residents are no t disturbed by the prac­ 
tices o f the natives, as they have never 
as yet attem pted to satiate their ap 
petites by devo uring white peo ple. 
“Bitter enmity exists between tho 
rival Gibes o n the island,” saiil Mr, 
Snefft, “and they waged war against 
each o ther fo r six mo nths last year 
The revo lt bro ke o ut in July, and. des­ 
pite the effo rts o f the German autho r! 
ties to suppress the tro uble, it co ntin­ 
ued until December. A German man- 
o f-war was there during mo st o f the 
time, and tho so ldiers finally bro ught 
the natives to terms. There was o n# 
very peculiar thing abo ut the uprising 
A native chief who led the revo lt in­ 
veigled many o f his fo llo wers Into the 
belief that a red paint which he so ld 
them fo r their shell mo ney wo uld pro ­ 
tect their bo dies fro m the bullets o f 
the Germans. Believing that in their 
invulnerable armo r o f red paint they 
co uld make war with perfect impunity 
they daubed themselves all o ver with 
the mixture and revo lted. The natives 
are no w in co mplete subjectio n, and o n 
their go o d behavio r, and the traders o n 
the island are again plying a remuner­ 
ative traffic. It Is impo ssible to tell, 
ho wever, when the natives will take It 
into tie ir heads to resume ho stilities.” 
Mr. Senfft says there are tw*o mis 
sio us o u the island. < >ne is a Catho lic 
missio n with a staff o f twenty-seven 
missio nary wo rkers, including several 
sisters o f mercy, who se effo rts have 
resulted in Inculcating so mething o f a 
civilized nature in a number o f the nat­ 
ives. The o ther is a missio n establish 
ed by the Australian Wesleyan Metho d­ 
ist Missio nary So ciety. It has a staff 
o f Fiji o fficers, and is making very 
little pro gress in co nverting the peo ple 
to Christianity.

Mr. Senfft says that 
German New Guinea is one of the most 
interesting places on the face of the 
earth. There are forty or fifty white 
people on tho island, including mis­ 
sionaries. The rest of the inhabitants 
are cannibals, though the European 
residents are not disturbed by the prac­ 
tices of the natives, as they have never 
as yet attem pted to satiate their ap­ 
petites by devouring white people. 
“Bitter enmity exists between tho 
rival tribes on the island,” said Mr. 
Snofft, “and they waged war against 
each other for six months last year. 
The revolt broke out In July, and. des­ 
pite the efforts of the German authori­ 
ties to suppress the trouble, it contin­ 
ued until December. A German man- 
of-war was there during most of the 
time, and the soldiers finally brought 
the natives to terms. There was one 
very peculiar thing about the uprising. 
A native chief who led the revolt in­ 
veigled many of his followers into the 
belief that a red paint which he sold 
them for their shell money would pro­ 
tect their bodies from the bullets of 
the Germans. Believing that in their 
invulnerable armor of red paint they 
could make war with perfect impunity 
they daubed themselves all over with 
the mixture and revolt**!. The natives 
are now in complete subjection, and on 
tlieir good behavior, and the traders on 
j the island are again plying a remuner

Tile last of these so­ 
called discoveries has been heralded in 
the “Times” (September 14.) where it 
is stated on authority (?) of the “Havas 
Agency,” that a Genoese physician has 
been able to cure twenty-five out of 
twenty-seven hopeless cases of con­ 
sumption by the subcutaneous injection 
of asses’ blood. Strangely enough the 
medical papers have remained silent, 
and we can not help thinking that it 
would have been well had the “Times” 
not been so eager to advance this mode 
of treatm ent before it had gone through 
the ordeal of medical criticism. The 
subcutaneous injection of serum of ani­ 
mals into phthisical patients bas been 
extensively tried already, and has fail­ 
ed, and it is not likely that asses’ se­ 
rum would have more therapeutic prop­ 
erties than that of dogs, or goats, which 
has proved a failure. It is likely more­ 
over; that such a premature announce­ 
ment will do a great deal of harm by 
raising the hopes of patients and their 
friends—hopes which are almost sure 
to be disappointed.

The letter is accom­ 
panied by one from Hagopiu in which 
he says: 
“I have no reason to doubt the au­ 
thenticity of the details. They will 
be borne out by fuller official reports 
which have been or will soon be re­ 
ceived from the British agents in 
Armenia. 
The events reported are 
the re-enactment of 
the 
Bulgarian 
atrocities with all their most sickening 
details of fiendish lust and atrocious i 
cruelty on unarmed Christians and de­ 
fenseless, innocent women aud chil­ 
dren, deliberately planned and ruth­ 
lessly executed tinder orders received 
from Constantinople.” 
Hagopian concludes by saying that 
the time has come to a rd ish iii toto 
the existing 
adm inistration 
ol Ar­ 
menia aud 
replace 
it by 
another 
regime approved by G reat Britain and 
other signatories of the treaties of 
Berlin and worked under their im­ 
mediate supervision. 
The letter of the Armenian thus pre­ 
faced is dated Bitlis, Oct. 9. 
After 
saying that the chief m agnate appears 
to be a second Nero, the w riter con­ 
tinues: 
“The so-called rebellion of the Ar­ 
menians in 1893 was a got-up affair 
for the repression of which the chief 
m agnate got a decoration. 
This year 
the Kurds carried off Armenian oxen 
aud the Armenians’ appeal for their 
restoration was refused. 
A fight en­ 
sued. 
Two Kurds were killed and 
three were wounded. 
The Kurds Im­ 
mediately carried their dead before the 
governor, declaring fhat the Armeni­ 
ans had overrun the land, killing aud 
plundering the Kurds. 
“This furnished a pretext for mass­ 
ing tho troops from fur aud near. The 
troops were commanded by a pasha 
and a m arshal and were hurried to 
the district. The pasha Is said to have 
hung from his breast, after reading it 
to bis soldiers, an order from Constan­ 
tinople to cut the Armenians up root 
and branch, and abjuring them to do 
so if they loved their king aud their 
government. 
“Nearly all these things were related 
here and there by soldiers who took 
part in the horrible carnage. Some of 
them weeping, claim that the Kurds 
did more and declare that they only 
obeyed the orders of others. 
“It is said that IOO fell to each of 
them to dispose of. 
No compassion 
was shown to age or sex even by the 
regular soldiers, not even when the 
victims fell suppliant at their feet. 
“Six to ten thousand persons met 
such a fate as even the darkest ages 
of darkened Africa hardly witness, for 
there women and tender butles might 
at least have had a chance of a life 
i f slavery while here womanlw.od anil 
innocency were but a mockery before 
the cruel lust that ended Its debauch 
by stabbing women to death with the 
bayonet, while tender babes were im­ 
paled with tho same weapon on their 
dead 
mother’s 
breasts or, perhaps, 
seized by the hair to have their heads 
lopi*ed off with the sword. 
“In one place 300 or 400 women, 1 
after being forced to serve vile pur­ 
poses by the merciless soldiers, were 
hacked to pieces by sword aud bayo­ 
net in the valley below.

place stone 2(X) weeping and wailing 
women begged for compassion, falling 
at the commander’s feet, but the blood­ 
thirsty wretch, after ordering their vio­ 
lation, directed his 
soldiers to dis­ 
patch them in a sim ilar way. 
In an­ 
other place some sixty young brides 
and the more attractive girls were 
crowded into a church, and after vio­ 
lation were slaughtered and 
human 
gore was semi flowing from the church j 
door. 
“At another place still, a large coin- | 
pany under the lead of their priest, j 
fell down before 
them, begging for I 
compassion 
and averring 
had nothing to do with the culprits. 
But all to no purpose. All were called 
to another place and the proposal was 
made to several of the more attractive 
women to change their faith, i i which i 
case their lives 
were to be spared. I 
They said: 
‘Why should we deuy I 
Christ? 
We are no more than these’ j 
--pointing to the mangled forms of 
their husbands and brothers—kill us 
too,’ and they did so.”

Butter and cheese improve lu 
price, aud the autumn is considered a 
profitable period for the dairy farmer. 
W hile then* is no doubt about the 
Immediate profit, it is well to look 
deeper than a casual Inspection and 
soc if there is any real profit in this 
method. 
Meadows are set apart for 
producing hay and not for affording 
pasturag e. 
A g ood crop o f g ood hay 
is an essential production o f every well 
reg ulated dairy farm. 
Fall pasturag e 
of meadows without heavy top-dressing 
o f manure means depletion In g rass 
y ield for the ensuing mason. 
Cattle 
will g raze tin* tender succulent re wen 
very closely , and leave the g rass roots 
unprotected at the advent o f winter. 
This is doubly damag ing when so few 
fields are protected by g ood woodland 
windbreaks. 
As a result these cbjsely 
cropped meadows ar** bar** or partially 
so in winter, the (no w collecting about 
the fences in drifts. 
A thick matting 
o f rewon, if it ex isted, would then act 
us a protective mulch, and combined 
with the snow it held would prevent 
the ex tensive freezing out o f tin* g rass 
roots. 
I have seen tile y ield 
from a fertile meadow 
ton per acre in amount ’n ti 
following a do se fall g razing 
removing the protection tin* 
subjects tin* land to a double 
in one season. Involves a 
on the fertility o f the soil. 
Iii view o f these facts it broom# ** a 
g rave question whether or not th** in­ 
crease o f income from fall dairy im. 
as at present secured amounts to real 
profit to the milk producer. 
It is ap­ 
parent that it is not secured in a leg iti­ 
mate way , and dairy men who reg ular­ 
ly practice bleeding their meadows bv 
fall g razing art* In 
reality 
cheating 
themselves. 
Tile cheat is a g rave one. 
entailing damag e at th** present and 
weakening tin* basis o f future dairy ing . 
If the pasture 
not sufficient to main­ 
tain a g ood flow o f milk in the fall, 
which it g enerally is. soiling crops 
should 1k* supplied to make up the de­ 
ficiency .—Georg e E. New* ll

The usual course to bo pursued by 
dairymen is to tuni milch cows upon 
the aftermath of tho meadows, which 
the showers of September have stimu­ 
lated to an abundant growth. 
While 
this flush of feed lasts the milk yield 
ta materially increased, aud more but­ 
ter and cheese are produced from a 
given quantity of it than earlier in the 
season. 
This advance in richness is 
due both to the time the cows have 
passed beyond the parturient period 
and to the influence of favorable feed. 
Combined with this we have in the 
fail cool weather conducive to pre­ 
serving milk quality, with a conse­ 
quently Improved quality iu dairy prod­ 
ucts. 
Butter and cheese improve iu 
price, and the autumn is considered a 
profitable period for the dairy farmer. 
While there is uo doubt about the 
immediate profit, it is well to look 
deeper than a casual Inspection and 
see lf then' is any real profit in this 
method. 
Meadows are set apart for 
producing hay and not for affording 
pasturage. 
A good crop of good hay 
is an essential production of every well 
regulated dairy farm. 
Fj»11 pasturage 
of meadows without heavy top-dressing 
of manure means depletion in grass 
yield for the ensuing season. 
Cattle 
xviii graze the tender succulent rowen 
very closely, and leave the grass roots 
unprotected at the advent of winter. 
This is doubly damaging when so fexv 
fields are protected by good woodland 
windbreaks. 
As a result these closely 
cropped meadows are bare or partially 
so in winter, the snow collecting about 
the fences In drifts. 
A tliiek matting 
of rowen, if it existed, would then aet 
as a protective mulch, and combined 
with the snow it held xvould prevent 
the extensive freezing out of the grass 
roots. 
I have seen the yield of hay 
from a fertile meadow reduced one 
ton per acre in amount hi the season 
following a close fall grazing. Besides 
removing the protection this method 
subjects the land to a double cropping 
in one season, involves a heavy drain 
on tile fertility of the soil. 
In view of these facts it becomes a 
grave question xvhcthcr or not the In­ 
crease of Income from fall dairying 
as at present secured amounts to real 
profit to the milk producer. 
It is ap­ 
parent that it is not secured in a legiti­ 
mate way. and dairymen who regular­ 
ly practice bleeding their meadows by 
fall grazing are in 
reality 
cheating 
themselves. The cheat is a grax’e one, 
entailing damage at the present and 
weakening the basis of future dairying. 
If the pasture is not sufficient to main­ 
tain a goof I flow of milk in the fall, 
which it generally is. soiling crops 
should lie supplied to make up the (b1- 
flciency.—George E. N c m v II in Orange 
Tudd Farmer.

A farmer’s wife will 
find that a small building of this kind, 
costing not over $23, xviii meet hor 
homo needs aud be handy to her kitch­ 
en door in cold weather when the barn 
is a long distance awny.

Teaching; a Calf to Drink. 
I am a small woman and cannot 
force a calf to drink by the use of 
main s tro n g , so have resorted to 
what I find very useful. It is nothing 
more than a common syringe or pop­ 
gun. Placing tho tube between the 
first and second fingers of my left 
hand, I introduce it thus into the calf's 
mouth. After the second lesson the 
calf xviii allow himself to be controlled, 
for he soon learns that the dinner stops 
when lie pulls back, aud xviii come to 
you as he xvould to a cow. I [jiving ac­ 
complished this you can place his lips 
where you like. I liax’e finished my 
lesson xvith the milk tube in the bot­ 
tom of a xvooden pall and there he 
naturally looks for his dinner after the 
sixth lesson or at three days old. In 
the first lesson I prevent the loss of 
milk by using a two-quart pail xvith 
the suction of the syringe resting in 
it. This is easy to carry on the finger 
while the bulb of the syringe is tieing 
manipulated with the right hand. I 
take the calf front the cow after he 
has had his first meal, thinking it best 
to let Nature supply the first medicine 
and teach the animal what the ton­ 
gue is for. I have never lost a calf, 
and never had but one sick one. This 
I cured 
xvith sweet-oii 
and milk 
punches, together xvith massage treat­ 
ment twice a day. The trouble xx’as 
lung fex’er.—Mrs. S. F. Beecher.

been tested. W hat inventors have been 
trying to do Is to hit on a carbon con­ 
taining a m aterial extrem ely difficult 
of oxidation, and having an excessively 
high fusing point, aud being a t the 
sam e tim e capable of the maximum 
degree of luminescence. E. G. A cheson, 
the well known inventor of carborun­ 
dum, has recently produced a carbon 
in which he claim s to have discovered 
these points. 
H e reduces pure carbon 
and carbide of silicon (carborundum ) 
to flue po n d er and mixes nine parts 
of the form er to one of the latter xx’ith 
tar, or any other good binding m a­ 
terial, and then hakes the composition 
and molds it into the proper form for 
use. The luminescence of this m aterial 
in a lam p of any given candle-power 
is ssi iii to lie positively 
birt ling, and 
xx’ould seem to suggest that :i nexv stage 
iii electric lighting is about to be e n -| 
tered upon. 
Some blea of tile import- j 
alice of the carbide of silicon in this 
com bination is gathered by tilling the 
core of an ordinary co m l carbon rod 
or point xxitli the carbide, either alone 
or xxitli a binding agent, adjusting it in 
the lam p and turning on the current. 
The ctfcct is a revelation in light effi­ 
ciency. 
As carborundum is subj vted 
In the process of m anufacture in an 
electric furnace to a tem perature ap­ 
proxim ately th a t of the electric are. 
it is necessarily free from all volatile 
m atters and em inently fitted (as the re­ 
sult of having already pass si through 
the strain of intense heat) for the light- 
giving body. The discov ry of this m a­ 
terial is another im portant step in the 
direction of cheap cie .‘trie ligiits, as, 
besides its essential infusibility and 
i « n-cxidizobilify it lins ihe valuable 
qualification of extrem e luminescence; 
and It is claimed to produce a greater 
am ount of fight for the electrical et rr- 
gy consumed than any illum inating 
body heretofore used.

m em bered tluit Nikola Tesla, in his 
m em orable lecture before the English 
Royal Institution, stated that carbonm - 
dum m’jis, so far as his tests had gone, 
the only substance th a t could w ithstand 
the stress of the “m olecular bom bard­ 
m ent” in his one-xvire lam p, and his 
prescience is now confirmed by the 
com m ercial utilization of the m aterial 
for lighting purposes.

good advantage, at a time when some­ 
thing to sell xviii be an advantage. 
Charred corn on the cob is one of 
the best and easiest ways of supplying 
the poultry with charcoal, and a feed 
of it can be given regularly at least 
once a week xvith profit. 
By letting the fowls run at targe 
every day when the xveather xviii per­ 
mit. they will pick up a good x-ariety 
of food that iii many cases would oth­ 
erwise go to xxaste. 
There Is some hard work In raising 
chickens xx’hieh the farmer should do 
himself, but the art of poultry raising 
is best acquired by the xvife, who has 
more patience and fidelity in her make 
For some reason she seems to 
have more knack, too. 
Poultry does not pay? Not if you do 
not care for them as for the pigs; not 
lf you give no heed to their breeding; 
not if you neglect their quarters; not 
if you feed without thought or system; 
not if you do not save their droppings, 
which are the best of fertilizers. 
It is necessary to watch the corners 
or there Mill be no profit with your 
flocks. Hoxv many olu and worthless 
roosters are you feeding? They are not 
only useless and expeiafivdTbut annoy 
the hens and Interfere with the egg 
product Do not keep the old hens, 
either.

who could be resuscitated if proper 
means were taken. He emphasized this 
statement by averring that the erimi 
nals Mho had been subjected to the 
electric stroke had succumbed not to 
it, but to the knives of the physicians 
who made the autopsy. The important 
question Mas brought before the re 
cent convention of American electroth­ 
erapists in Nexv Y'ork for special dis­ 
cussion.

Arsonval. 
Tho particular case men­ 
tioned by the Frenchman contained no 
marked lesions or evident destruction 
of tissues; death was only apparent,

The Judical Question. 
Last week’s Wadena Pioneer con­ 
tains the following: 
When the Pioneer went to press last 
week it looked as though there was 
no doubt of the election of P. V. Cop- 
pernoll to the office of district judge. 
There is still no doubt of his election, 
but as the matter now’ stands there is 
danger of his being deprived of the 
fruits and honors of the office to which 
a majority of the legal voters of the 
district have elected him. 
When our report closed last week 
there were only two precincts to hear 
from in Itasca county. 
It was stated 
that one of them was morally certain 
to go republican, while the other was 
a small one, and wouldn,t cut much 
of a figure either way. 
The two pre­ 
cincts were Deary and Hannaford, tho 
latter being the Rainy Lake precinct 
and the former being a sparsely settled 
precinct about 50 miles from Grand 
Rapids, in which there are not over 10 
or 15 voters, counting the lumbermen 
and all. 
Before those two precincts 
were heard from Mr. Coppernoll was 
20 votes ahead, and consequently felt 
that he was elected. 
Since they have 
reported, however, the election of 
Judge Holland is claimed by 23 votes. 
Hannaford precinct reported Satur­ 
day night, and as was expected Mr. 
Coppernoll carried the town, although 
he did not get as large a vote as was 
figured upon, owing to the fact that 
a very light vote was polled in that 
precinct. 
Mr. Coppernoll only got a 
majority of 4 there. 
Still that made 
him 24 ahead, with a precinct to hear 
from which didn’t contain over nine or 
ten votes. 
Monday afternoon Deary reported, 
and to the amazement of Mr. Copper- 
noll’s friends reported 47 votes, all of 
which were credited to Holland, which 
made him 27 votes ahead in the whole 
district. 
The returns came in by ex­ 
press, something entirely unheard of, 
and while the Pioneer is not in a po­ 
sition to openly charge Judge Holland 
and his friends with fraud, our readers 
can draw their own inferences, and 
after the matter has been more thor­ 
oughly investigated we will publish 
the exact facts in the case. 
This much is known at present, 
however. 
There are positively not 
over 10 or 12 voters at Deary’s camp. 
Three hunters stopped there the night 
before election, and they say that 15 
would be placing it high. 
They wore 
there until 9 o’clock the morning of 
election, and said they saw no evi­ 
dence whatever of election being held. 
In fact the men all went to work, and 
to'd the hunters they were not going 
to vote. 
Prominent republicans of 
Itasca connty actually believe that 
there was not an election held in that 
precinct at all and yet 47 straight 
democratic votes are from there. The 
foreman of the camp is known to be a 
strong republican, yet there wasn’t 
a republican vote cast there. 
Evi­ 
dently some one got together, fixed 
up some returns and not having nerve 
enough to carry them in, forwarded 
them by express. 
In Aitkin county there is also an ir­ 
regularity. In one precinct there were 
46 illegal votes cast for Holland. 
In 
Casa county there were at least 50 ille­ 
gal votes, and m one precinct 
in 
this county 15 more were cast. 
It will 
thus be seen that there 
are 
good 
grounds for a contest, and one will 
probably be made. 
The matter is be­ 
ing’thoroughly investigated, and the 
results will be made known later on. 
It is evident that fraud 
has 
been 
committed, and when the matter is 
appealed to the courts several hundred 
votes can be thrown out.

The de­ 
parture, however, best befits honest cap­ 
ital in that it tends to dignify labor and 
prevent anarchy. 
A man cannot live in a hovel and be 
a good citizen, for careless surroundings 
beget bad habits and breed lax princi­ 
ples. Children reared in slothfulness 
never turn out well. There is a spirit in 
honest toil that rises above a shanty and 
seeks the comforts and conveniences of 
a framed dwelling with carpeted floors, 
one surrounded by the greensward of 
thrift and backed by the garden of pros­ 
perity—a homo, in fact, that may right­ 
fully be called the owner’s castle. Neat 
dwellings can be built in most villages 
at from $400 to $500. Adding from $100 
to $200 for a lot does not make on in­ 
vestment so largo but that tho most or­ 
dinarily paid laborer could soon acquire 
title. At $ 10 a month, which sum would 
little exceed rental value, the $500 house 
and lot could be bought and paid for in 
four years. A small boy carrying papers 
could earn that amount. Four dollars a 
week would pay for the $900 home in 
five years. 
A liberal policy pursued upon this 
plane by the wealthy men of a town 
would result in placing hundreds of 
homes in tho hands of laborers who un­ 
der no other conditions could ever aspire 
to the proprietorship of the house in 
which they lived. 
The benefits of this 
system are capable of being demonstrat 
ed by any village that has the sagacity 
and enterprise to undertake it. 
An ab­ 
solutely safe investment is obtained for 
oapital, usually in a territory where val­ 
ues increase rapidly; tho wage earner 
easily becomes the owner of property 
that is worth, when paid for, a respecta­ 
ble percentage more than it cost him; 
the manufacturer is insured a reliable 
and intelligent class of employees, and 
the community has the satisfaction of see­ 
ing every man his own landlord. This fa­ 
vorable condition of affairs renders labor 
troubles next to impossible. 
Very nat­ 
urally the man who has invested his 
earnings iu a house and lot can see noth­ 
ing to be gained in the idleness attend­ 
ing strikes, and all the arguments of 
modern agitators will fail to convince 
him that his first duty is to his union 
rather than to his family.

Arno Senfft. who for the past three 
years has filled several positions under 
tho government of German New Guin­ 
ea. in the Bismarck Archipelago, ar­ 
rived on the steam er China from the 
Orient Thursday, and is stopping at 
the Occidental. Mr. Senfft says that 
German New Guinea is one of the most 
interesting places on the face of the 
earth. There are forty or fifty white 
people on tho island, including mis­ 
sionaries. The rest of the inhabitants 
are cannibals, though the European 
residents are not disturbed by the prac­ 
tices of the natives, as they have never 
as yet attem pted to satiate their ap­ 
petites by devouring white people. 
“Bitter enmity exists between tho 
rival tribes on the island,” said Mr. 
Snefft, “and they waged w ar against 
each other for six months last year. 
The revolt broke out in July. and. des­ 
pite the efforts of the German authori­ 
ties to suppress the trouble, it contin­ 
ued until December. A German man- 
of-war was there during most of the 
time, and tho soldiers finally brought 
the natives to terms. There was one 
very peculiar thing about the uprising. 
A native chief who led the revolt in­ 
veigled many of his followers into the 
belief that a red paint which he sold 
them for their shell money would pro­ 
tect their bodies from the bullets of 
the Germans. Believing that in their 
invulnerable arm or of red paint they 
could make war with perfect impunity 
they daubed themselves all over with 
the m ixture and revolted. The natives 
are now in complete subjection, and on 
their good behavior, aud the traders on 
the island are again plying a remuner­ 
ative traffic. It is Impossible to tell, 
however, when tho natives will take it 
into their heads to resume hostilities.” 
Mr. Senfft says there are two mis­ 
sions on tlie island. < )ne is a Catholic 
mission with a staff of twenty-seven 
missionary workers, including several 
sisters of mercy, whose efforts have 
resulted in inculcating something of a 
civilized nature in a number of tho nat­ 
ives. The other is a mission establish­ 
ed by the A ustralian Wesleyan Method­ 
ist Missionary Society. It has a staff 
of I'i.ii officers, and Is making very 
little progress in converting the people 
to Christianity. 
The seat of government in the island 
Is a little settlement, known ns Her- 
bartshoh. T hat has been Mr. Senfft’s 
home during his three years’ residence 
in the island, and in a little office he 
has presided over several departm ents 
of the government, filling at tho same 
time the positions of Collector of Cus­ 
toms, H arbor Master, Police Master, 
and other offices. He is now on his 
way back to Berlin on a vacation trip 
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In losing Figuier the world loses 
one of the most useful men France 
has produced during the century. His 
work was modest—that of populariz­ 
ing science—but his modesty has made 
him helpful to thousands in both hem­ 
ispheres whom he could not have 
reached otherwise. One of the great­ 
est needs of the time is of men who 
will continue his work of extending 
scientific knowledge beyond the exclu­ 
sive circle of its brahmins.

Hagopiu, lias sent the following let­ 
ter, received from an Armenian whose 
nam e is not given because it would 
jeopardize his life, to the earl of Kim ­ 
berly, tlie secretary of state for for­ 
eign affairs. 
The letter is accom­ 
panied by one from Hagopiu in which 
he says: 
“I have no reason to doubt the au ­ 
thenticity of tlie details. They will 
be borne out by fuller official reports 
which have been or will soon be re­ 
ceived from tin* British agents in 
Armenia. 
The events reported are 
the re-enactm ent of 
the 
Bulgarian 
atrocities with all their most sickening 
details of fiendish lust and atrocious 
cruelty on unarm ed Christians and de­ 
fenseless, innocent women and chil­ 
dren, deliberately planned and ru th­ 
lessly executed under orders received 
from Constantinople.” 
llngopian concludes by saying that 
the time has come to abolish in toto 
the existing 
adm inistration 
ol Ar­ 
menia and 
replace 
it by 
another 
regime approved by G reat Britain and 
o th e s ig n a to rie s of tin* treaties of 
Berl.n and worked under their im­ 
m ediate supervision. 
The letter of the Arm enian thus pre­ 
faced is dated Bitlis, Oct. 9. 
After 
saying that the chief m agnate appears 
to be a second Nero, the w riter con­ 
tinues: 
“The so-called rebellion of the Ar­ 
menians in 1893 was a got-up affair 
for the repression of which the chief 
m agnate got a decoration. 
This year 
the Kurds carried off Armenian oxen 
and tlie Arm enians’ appeal for their 
restoration was refused. 
A fight on- 
sued. 
Two K urds were killed and 
three were wounded. 
The Kurds im­ 
mediately carried their dead before tlie 
governor, declaring flint the Armeni­ 
ans had overrun the land, killing aud 
plundering the Kurds. 
“Tills furnished a pretext for m ass­ 
ing tlie troops from far and near. The 
troops were commanded by a pasha 
and a m arshal and were hurried to 
tlie district. The pasha is said to have 
hung from his breast, after reading it 
to his soldiers, an order from Constan­ 
tinople to cut the Arm enians up root 
and branch, and abjuring them to do 
so if they loved their king aud their 
government. 
“Nearly all these things were related 
here and there by soldiers who took 
part in tin* horrible carnage. 
Some of 
them weeping, claim that the Kurds 
did more and declare that they only 
obeyed the orders of others. 
“ it is said that 1<h» fell to each of 
them to dispose of. 
No compassion 
was shown to ago or sex even by the 
regular soldiers, not even when the 
victim s fell suppliant at their feet. 
“Six to ten thousand persons met 
such a fate as even the darkest ages 
of darkened Africa hardly witness, for 
there women and tender babes might 
at least have had a chance of a life 
« f slavery while here womanhood ami 
innoconcy were but a mockery before 
the cruel lust that ended its debauch 
by stabbing women to d«Mth with the 
bayonet, while ten d tr babes were im ­ 
paled with the same weapon on their 
dead 
mother’s 
breasts or, perhaps, 
seized by the hair to have their heads 
lopped off with t h e sword. 
"In one place 3o«> or 409 women, 
after beiug forced to serve vile pur­ 
poses bv tlie merciless soldiers, were 
hacked to pieces by sword aud bayo­ 
net in tlie valley below. 
In another 
place some 2<m> weeping and wailing 
women begged for eonipasHion, falling 
at the commander’s feet, but the blood­ 
thirsty wretell, after ordering their vio­ 
lation, directed his 
soldiers to dis­ 
patch them in a sim ilar way. 
In an ­ 
other place some sixty young brides 
and the more attractive girls were 
crowded into a church, and after vio­ 
lation were slaughtered 
aud 
human 
gore was seen flowing from the church 
door. 
“At another place still, a large com­ 
pany under tin* lead of their priest, 
fell down before 
them, begging for 
compassion 
and averring 
that they 
had nothing to do with the cnlpri's. 
But all to no purpose. All were called 
to another place and the proposal was 
made to several of tin* more attractive 
women to change their faith, i i which 
case their lives 
were to be spared. 
They said: 
‘Why should we deny 
Christ? 
We are no more than these’ 
—pointing to tin* mangled forms of 
their husbands and b ro th e rs-‘kill us 
too,’ and they did so.” 
Another letter says th at some of the 
regular soldiers themselves adm it that 
they killed 100 persons each in a fiend­ 
ish manner, aud that rape was fol­

The usual course to he pursued by 
dairymen is to turn milch cows upon 
the afterm ath of the meadows, which 
the showers of Sejttember have stim u­ 
lated to nn abundant growth. 
While 
this flush of feed lasts the milk yield 
Is materially increased, and more but­ 
ter and choose are produ <*d from a 
given quantity of it than earlier in the 
season. 
Tliis advance iu richness is 
due both to the time tin* cows have 
passed beyond the* parturient period 
and to the influence of favorable feed. 
Combined with this we have in tin* 
fall cool weather conducive to prt*- 
serving milk quality, with a conse­ 
quently improved quality in dairy prod­ 
ucts. 
Butter and cheese improve in 
price, and tin* autum n is considered a 
profitable period for tlie dairy farmer. 
W hile there is no doubt nlxiut tin.* 
immediate profit, it is well to look 
deeper than a casual inspection and 
see if there is any real profit in this 
method. 
Meadows are set apart for 
producing hay and not for affording 
pasturage. 
A good crop of good hay 
is an essential production of every well 
regulated dairy farm . 
Fall pasturage 
of meadows without heavy top-dressing 
of manure means depletion in grass 
yield for the ensuing season. 
Cattle 
will graze tin* tender succulent rowen 
very closely, and leave the grass roots 
unprotected at the advent of winter. 
This is doubly damaging when so few 
fields are protected by good woodland 
windbreaks. 
As a result these closely 
cropped meadows are bare or partially 
so In winter, the snow collecting about 
the fences In drifts. 
A thick m atting 
of rowen, if it existed, would then act 
us a protective mulch, and combined 
with the s n o w it held would prevent 
the extensive freezing out of tin* grass 
roots. 
I have seen the yield of hay 
from a fertile meadow reduced one 
ton per acre in amount in tx< -ecs-m 
following a close fall grazing. 
Besides 
removing tlx* protection this method 
subjects tlx* land to a double cropping 
in one season, involves a heavy drain 
on the fertility "f the soil. 
In view’ of these facts it becomes a 
grave question whether or not tlx* in­ 
crease of income from fall dairying 
as at present secured am ounts to rial 
profit to tlx* milk producer. 
It is ap­ 
parent that it is not secured in a legiti­ 
mate way, nnd dairymen who regular­ 
ly practice bleeding their meadows by 
fall grazing art* in 
reality 
cheating 
themselves. The cheat is a g ra v e oix*. 
entailing damage at tlx* present and 
weakening the basis of future dairying. 
If the pasture is not sufficient to main­ 
tain a good flow of ntilk in the fall, 
which it generally is. soiling crops 
should he supplied to make up tlx* de­ 
ficiency.—George E. Newt'll itt Orange 
Tudd Farm er.

I am a small woman and cannot 
force a calf to drink by the use of 
m ain streiq#*fi. so have resorted to 
w hat I find very useful, it is nothing 
more than a common syringe or pop­ 
gun. Placing the tube between tlie 
first and second fingers of my loft 
hand. I introduce it thus into the calf’s 
mouth. A fter tlie second lesson the 
calf will allow him self to he controlled, 
for he soon learns that the dinner stops 
when he pulls back, and will come to 
you as lie would to a cow. Having ac­ 
complished this you can place liis lips 
w here you like. 
I have finished my 
lesson w ith the milk tube in the bot­ 
tom of a wooden pail and there he 
naturally looks for his dinner after the 
sixth lesson or at three days old. In 
the first lesson I prevent the loss of 
milk by using a two quart pail with 
the suction of the syringe resting in 
it. This is easy to carry on the finger 
while the bulb of the syringe is being 
m anipulated w ith the right hand.

take the calf from the cow after he 
has had his first meal, thinking it best 
to let N ature supply the first medicine 
and teach the anim al w hat tlx* ton­ 
gue is for. 1 have never lost a calf, 
and never had But one sick one. This

punches, together with massage treat­ 
m ent twice a day. The trouble was 
lung fever.—Mrs. S. F. Beecher.

However brilliant tlie present com­ 
mercial ehvtric light may appear to 
the 
ordinary 
observer, 
electricians 
know that its efficiency, compared with 
what it ought to he, and with what 
the light of tin* future will possess, 
is represented by tlx* difference be­ 
tween Itself and tlx* obsolete tallow 
Candle. 
Plenty of light is produced, 
but the trouble is that too um h elec­ 
trical energy is consumed In producing 
it. 
Many efforts have been made to 
improve the quality of Illuminated car­ 
bons. for the purpose of lengthening 
tlx* life of tlx* filaments, rods or points, 
and also to produce a combination of 
carbon with oth« *• 
substances 
that 
would give more light for tlx* *1 ‘ctric.il 
energy expended. 
For this purpos * all 
sorts uf combinations of m aterials have 
been tested. W hat inventors have been 
trying to do is to hit on a carbon eoii- 
taining a material extremely difficult 
of oxidation, and having an excessively 
high fusing point, and being at tlx* 
same time capable of the maximum 
degree of luminescence. E. G. Aeheson, 
the well known inventor of earbontn 
dum. has recently produced a carbon 
iu which he claims to have discovered 
these i>oInts. 
lie reduces pure carbon 
and carbide of silicon (carborundum) 
to fine powder and mixes nine parts 
of the former to one of the latter with 
tar, or any other good binding ma 
to rial, and then bakes tin* composition 
and molds it into the proper form for 
use. Tin* luminescence of this material 
in a lamp of any given candle-power 
is said to be positively startling, and 
would seem to suggest that a new stage 
in electric lighting is about to he en­ 
tered upon. 
Some idea of tin* im port­ 
ance of ilu* eat bide of silicon in this 
combination is gathered by tilling tin* 
core of an ordinary o r a l carbon rod 
or point with tin* carbide, either alone 
or with a binding agent, adjusting ii in 
the lamp and turning on the current. 
The eilcd is a revelation ill light effi­ 
ciency. 
As carborundum is subj *ctcd 
In tlie process of m anufacture in an 
electric furnace to a tem perature ap­ 
proximately that of the electric arc, 
it is iieci ssarily free from all volatile 
m atters and eminently fitted (as the re­ 
sult of having already pass'd through 
tin* strain of intense heat) for tin* light- 
giving body. Tin* diseov- ry of this ma­ 
terial is another important si *p in the 
direction of cheap d e a rie lights, as, 
he-ides its essential lnfuslbflity and 
i < n-rxidizabilff.v it has tin* valuable 
qualification of extreme lumin *sei nee; 
and it is claimed to produce a greater 
amount of light for the electrical ei n 
gy consumed ilian any illuminating 
body heretofore used. 
It will bo re 
membered iliat Nikola Tesla, in his 
memorable lecture before tin* English 
Royal Institution, stated that carbonm- 
dum was, s<> far as liis tests had gone, 
the only substance that could withstand 
the stress of the “molecular bombard­ 
m ent” in liis one-wire lamp, and his 
prescience is now eonflrmed by tlx* 
commercial utilization of the material 
for lighting purposes 


Electric* E lev a to r s. 
George Edward Ilnrdlng in a recent 
paper, forsliadows a rem arkable devel­ 
opment in the use of electric elevators, 
which, in* hoi Is, will before long as 
surel.v supersede tin* hydraulic elevator 
for tin* highest class of service as tin* 
in its day taken tlx* 
steam 
elevator. The 
character of buildings, 
ratio of ground dimeu- 
. tlx* new order of foun­ 
dations, the introduction of steel fram ­ 
ing. tlx* great advance made in machin­ 
ery, tlx* more exacting demands of 
tenants, tlx* cost of maintaining an ade­ 
quate building service, nnd t! e lower­ 
ing in returns on investments, are some 
of tlx* issues that are forcing the archi­ 
tect to bestow most careful considera­ 
tion, not only ou tlx* engineering de­ 
tails of construct ion, but on tlx* various 
problems involved in tin* service of a 
building in all tin* variety <<f present 
practice 
and 
requirements. 
Among 
these problems that of the elevator ser­ 
vice now takes a most important place. 
The tendency in travel both on sea and 
land Is to greater speed and increased 
comfort, and the public is already lie- 
coming impatient at the loss of time 
in ascending and descending its tall of­ 
fice building-!, and tlx* discomfort and 
annoyance of a jerky' and imperfectly 
controlled service. So long as a car had 
to make a maximum of 230 feet a min­ 
ute then* was no particular necessity 
for being aide to run it at variable 
speeds, and it served fairly well for iso­ 
lated service; but when speeds from 
300 to 000 feet a minute are required 
it becomes vital that there shall lie ab­ 
solute control of the spcnnl of the ear 
by tlx* motor, 
independently 
of tin* 
brake. This ability to vary tlx* speed 
is Imperative, not alone for comfort 
and accuracy in starting and stopping 
but for the satisfactory operation of a 
battery of elevators on schedule time; 
in other words, for meeting the condi­ 
tions of office practice. In this regard 
Mr. H arding maintains that the electric 
elevator has proved its unquestionable 
superiority over every 
other system. 
H<> adverts to tlx* fact that some tw en­ 
ty' years ago lx* was one <>f the advo­ 
cates of the hydraulic elevator, then 
coming into vogue and he told a lead­ 
ing elevator m anufacturer that the hy­ 
draulic machine 
would replace 
the 
sttan. n acliine, which was at that turn- 
in high favor. The statem ent was ri 
diculcd. but the change to ihe new 
method soon became general. The rec­ 
ognition of the adaptability of tlx* elec­ 
tric elevator to 
modern conditions is 
similarly i no vita hi . The sev( rest tests 
have demonstrated that the machine is 
absolutely safe. It occupies hut little 
room, and renders unnecessary the 
loss of s p a c e incident to the curiing up 
of tin* building. It has tremendous lift­ 
ing capacity, and is capable of any re­ 
quired speed. Its motioh is smooth, 
and in starting and stopping tin* usual 
unpleasant features are eliminated. 
The current can 
lx* taken 
from tlx* 
street or from a private plant. The 
machine can he operated as soon as the 
hoistway i< ready, and tin* early com­ 
pletion and occupancy of a building Is 
ihus facilitated in a marked degree. 
This ease of installation was recently 
illustrated 
convincingly. 
Two 
ma­ 
chines were put into operation three 
days after their delivery, the power 
being supplied from a station a mile 
and a half away. In the electric ele 
vntor the old cumbrous controlling de­ 
vices arc disregarded, an 1 tlx* motion 
of the car is regulated with almost In­ 
credible ease and certainty by the mere 
pressure of a button within the car. 


E le c tr o c u tio n .IiiNtiiieil. 
D’Arsonval, tlx* French physiologist, 
created a sensation last year by the 
statem ent that tlx* high tension electric 
current us(*d for tlx* execution of crim ­ 
inals did not necessarily kill them, hut 
In a majority of cases it. simply sus­ 
pended tlx* animation of tlx* subject, 
who could be resuscitated if proper 
means were taken. He emphasized tlii- 
statem ent by averring that tlx* erimi 
nals who had been subjected to the 
electric stroke had succumbed not t<> 
it, but to tlie knives of the physicians 
who made the autopsy. Tlx* important 
question was brought before the re 
cent convention of American electroth 
erapists in New York for special dis­ 
cussion. 
The 
convention 
protested 
against the conclusions reached by !>'- 
Arsonval. 
The parthaflar case men­ 
tioned by the Frenchman contained no 
marked lesions or evident destruction 
o f tissues; death was only apparent, 
and resuscitation under tlie 
circum- 
| stances, o f course, possible. 
The fac* 
mentioned by D’Arsonval that a press 
ure o f 4,300 volts was on while the sub- 
i Ject was shocked, has no significant*! 
I unless iti is taken in connection with 
( the current passing through the sub 
I ject under that pressure. 
The committee appointed to consider 
' the question decided that: “A marked 
difference exists between the cases of 
the application of the alternating cur 
i rent as employed in electrocution in 
' New York Stute. where the current Is 
I deliberately contiuued through the body 


for the purpose of killing, and such 
cases of accideifful contact as that re­ 
ferred to by D"Arsonval," 
It was fur­ 
ther decided: “(D Thai tin* p*ssage of 
a sufficiently powerful alternating cur­ 
rent through tlx* body is followed by 
instantaneous, painless and absolute 
qdeath. 
(2) That, eonseqently, wliern 
electrocution Is properly carried out 
there is no possibility of the resuscita­ 
tion of tlx* criminal. t3) T hat in cases
